crime and then gangster rule. 
M ost everybody know s the pre­ 
dicament of a city when its of­ 
ficials have subm itted to graft, 
and when gangsters take 
con­ 
trol.

reputable 
newspapers insist that the future 
safety of the nation and 
the 
protection of 
society 
depends 
upon the enforcem ent of law. If 
a law is not desirable it should 
be removed from the statutes in 
the regular m anner by vote of 
our legislators or by the people 
themselves.

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RELIEF PROBLEMS 
An effort to have the Federal Government 
shoulder the bill for relief of transients who move 
from state to state, rather than to have states or 
counties carry the load, especially severe in Cali­ 
fornia, is written into a bill introduced into the 
House of Representative bys Congressman Jerry 
Yoorhis of California. 
The new Voorhis bill, II. R. 9256, replaces his 
first transient bill of 1937, and is revamped after 
receiving suggestions from relief works, social 
workers and chambers of commerce in California 
and many other states, for the bill had to be drawn 
with a national viewpoint. 
The new legislation is not mandatory, but 
permissive. Thus no state would be required to 
take advantage of the Federal aid offered for tran­ 
sients unless it so desired, but the bill maintains 
a Federal basis which is defensible from a national 
point of view where states desire to use such aid. 
Under the new bill the Federal government 
would pay the entire cost of transient relief; sec­ 
ond, California could pay a lesser amount of relief 
to transients than to its own residents under this 
act; third, no one can establish residence in Cali­ 
fornia unless he has been self-supporting for four­ 
teen months and not on relief; fourth, a legal and 
effective method is provided for the return of un­ 
employed people to the states of their legal settle­ 
ment: fifth, the human need of these folks, many 
of whom have been essential to harvesting Cali- 
forna’s crops, must be met, and the bill provides 
effective machinery for bringing migratory work­ 
ers and jobs together. 
Rep. Voorhis recently received President Roo­ 
sevelt’s approval of low rental farm labor housing 
for migratory labor in California, three migratory 
labor camps and 160 low-cost rental homes now 
being under construction in Riverside, Kern, Stan­ 
islaus and Imperial counties as a result, aiding in 
taking the burden of relief in off-seasons from 
population centers. 


CALI FORNOLOGY 
Kingston, being one of California’s genuine 
“ghost” cities, has only a fallen-down stage stable 
and toll bridge piers to remind tourists of its past. 
Situated on the south bank of the lower Kings 
river, eight and one-half miles south of Hanford 
in Kings county, the community was established 
in 1856 by L. A. Whitmore, who for many years 
operated the first ferry crossing of the river at this 
location. 
The town once consisted of postoffice, black­ 
smith shop, trading store, stable and a small 
school and hotel. After 1858, the place became a 
stopping place for the Butterfield stages, which 
operated on regular schedules through the San 
Joaquin Valley, by way of Kingston and the ferry 
route, after leaving the old Stockton-Los Angeles 
road east of Visalia. 
In 1873 a toll bridge superceded the ferry. 
Later in the same year the bandit Vasquez, 
who harassed the countryside for many years and 
enjoyed a reputation as one of California’s pic­ 
turesque desperadoes, raided the town. He and 
his men bound and gagged 39 citizens and robbed 
the entire village before the alarm could be sound­ 
ed. They fled across the new bridge where fresh 
horses awaited them, but lost two of their num­ 
ber in a gun fight with a posse. 


GULLIBILITY TEST 
Students of Syracuse University’s journalism 
school recently conducted a “gullibility test” 
among their fellow students. The petition at first 
glance appeared to be a proposal to drop senior 
examinations. Actually it was a pledge to serve 
five years in a chain gang. One hundred and fif­ 
teen seniors signed the petition. 
This clearly illustrates what’s wrong with in­ 
itiative petitions in general. Past experience has 
shown that enough unthinking persons will sign 
any petition, even though it be their own death 
warrant, to put the proposal on the ballot. It’s 
a safe rule to vote against every initiative propos­ 
al.—Beverly Hills Citizen.

Guest at Desert Inn 
(Continued From First Rage) 
compact bundle of concentrated energy 
and efficiency that we have experienced 
so far in our acquaintance: as it fell 
to Mr. Humphrey's lot to select Frank 
Shannon as his company's represen­ 
tative in the Philippines and adjacent 
countries, which post he occupied for 
several years. "He aiw ays did what 
lie set out to do" said Mr. Humphrey, 
and it is gratifying to learn that he 
is performing the same unselfish and 
efficient services in Palm Springs.” 
Mr. Humphrey cam e to the Mojave 
Desert, of Southern California, in 1884 
—54 years ago— from Sacramento, hav­ 
ing been sent by the Southern Pacific 
Railway from the Sacramento shops 
to look after the machinery during the 
construction of the lines from Mojave 
to the Colorado river, and after the 
completion of the line, was located aL 
Needles for four years. To illustrate 
the wonderful changes that liavp taken 
place in the transportation world since 
| that date, the first trip made by Mr. 
; Humphrey front Needles to San Ber­ 
nardino, to renew the acquaintance of 
a young lady from his former home 
in Iowa (who afterwards became his 
wife) it was necessary to travel from 
Needles to Mojave; Mojave to Iats 
Angeles; Los Angeles to Colton, and 
Colton to San Bernardino, by the old 
horse and buggy process. 
In other 
words, the line of the Santa Fe from 
Los Angeles east over the Cajon Pass. 
! was not as yet constructed. Later. Mr. 
Humphrey witnesed the exchange of 
i the Southern Pacific line from Mojave, 
¡at the foot of the Tehachapl mountains, 
I to the Santa Fe for the line owned by 
¡them in Mexico. Both railroads started 
¡ to compete for Southern 
California 
¡business, notwithstanding it was claim- 
led that the object of the Southern Pa- 
Iclfic in constructing a line from Mo- 
jjave to the Colorado River was for 
I the purpose of keeping the Santa Fe 
lout of California. 
j As above stated, having been raised 
j on a farm at Maquoketa. Iowa, Mr. 
'Humphrey started his career at the 
'age of 14. by going to Plattsmouth. 
Nebraska, where be entered high 
school, and for the purpose of defer­ 
ring expenses became connected with 
a drug store, doing night work, intend­ 
ing later to take a course in pharmacy. 
A broken and disabled soda fountain 
changed the entire course of events 
for him and started him up the ladder 
which eventually carried him to the 
position vacated by the famous inven-, 
tor and industrialist, George West­ 
inghouse, so far as his air hrake and 
signal interests were concerned. But, 
hack to the soda fountain that changed 
the hoy's career. The soda dispenser 
went out of comm ission, depriving the 
immunity of the luxury of soda water. 
No one could be found in the com­ 
munity who could make the necessary’ 
repairs. 
Plattsmouth was then the 
t' rminus of the C. B. & (j. lines west 
of the Missouri River, known as the 
P. & M. Railway in Nebraska, and ran 
f;om Omaha to Fort Garney, Nebraska,’ 
a distance of 204 miles, with thirteen 
II comotives. 
The weather was warm and the 
d ug store patrons wanted soda water, 
s > the drug store boy, being mechani­ 
cally inclined, set out to repair the 
generator, in the basem ent of the 
store. He was not only successful, but 
perfected a system of carbonating the 
water, so it would not l>e necessary 
to have the same shipped from Omaha 
j to Plattsmouth. 
Tlie hoy's accom plishm ent created 
great interest in the community, so 
much so, that Dr. R. R. Livingston, 
chief surgeon of the railway, became 
interested in the boy's future by in­ 
terceding for him to enter the shop, in 
order to become a m echanic instead 
of a pharmacist; the doctor using his 
influence with the m aster mechanic, 
Mr. Hawksworth, also of the Burling­ 
ton lilies west of the Missouri River. 
After practical shop experience and 
burning of midnight oil. the young man 
found himself employed by the Union 
Pacific railway at Rawlins. Wyoming 
territory. At first, his course was 
westward, and being so favorably im­ 
pressed with what he had read regard­ 
ing California, he found himself lo­ 
cated at Hangtown, now called Placer- 
ville, California, within twelve miles 
of where gold was discovered in Cali­ 
fornia. 
After a most interesting experience 
in mining engineering, Mr. Humphrey 
became connected with the Central 
Pacific at Sacramento, from whence 


he departed for the construction of the 
Southern Pacific lines referred to. In 
talking over the operation of the 
Southern Pacific lines by the Santa 
Fe. Mr. D. B. Robinson was sent west 
to operate the Santa Fe System from 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. While Mr. 
Robinson bad made a wonderful ref­ 
old for himself during his connection 
with the Santa Fe, he had only been 
located in his western activities hut 
a short time when he went to Colorado 
Springs to undertake the building of 
the old Colorado Midland 
Railway 
from 
Colorado Springs 
to Grand 
Junction. Having become acquainted 
with Mr. Humphrey in his western un­ 
dertaking. Robinson prevailed upon Mr. 
Humphrey to accompany him as super­ 
intendent of motor power of the new 
road, which responsibility was as­ 
sumed on July 1st, 18S7. The line was 
completed and Mr. Humphrey had be­ 
come an established citizen of Colo­ 
rado, which in those days, was even 
more wild and woolly than the mining 
area around Hangtown, but young 
Humphrey was among those who rea­ 
lized that conditions must change if 
the citizens were to prosper and pur­ 
sue their lawful business without the 
interference of hoodlums and agi­ 
tators. So, he entered politics and was 
elected to the State Legislature on the 
Republican ticket. The populist party 
was so strong in Colorado at that tim e 
that the balance of power was held 
by only one majority in favor of the 
Republicans in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, there being 33 RepublL 
cans and 32 Populists, but that one 
majority forestalled the passage of 
som e very radical legislation. 
In 1894 Mr. Humphrey was again 
nominated foi the Legislature and was 
elected with an increased 
majority 
and a t the organization of the House 
of 
Representatives, 
was 
selected 
speaker for tin- years ’94-'95. After 
Mr. Humphrey had done his hit to 
help conquer the W est, Ills course of 
progress again turned eastward, and 
he became associated with the Chicago 
& Alton railroad at Bloomington, Illi­ 
nois. W hile in the East, his excellent 
work came to the attention of Mr. 
George W estinghouse, who induced 
him (still a young man) to join his 
•company, in which service he rose 
front the position of western manager, 
located in Chicago, to that of general 
manager of the entire air brake in­ 
terests in Pittsburgh. Afterwards he 
became vice president, then manag­ 
ing director; 
later succeeding Her­ 
man W estinghouse, George Westing- 
houses brother, as president. After 
a period of seven or eight years as 
such, he became chairman of the 
hoard. 
Mr. Humphrey offered this reporter 
one of those pleasant opportunities 
given to the newspaper folk of Palm 
Springs, where we meet som e very in­ 
teresting people. It was indeed a joy 
to meet one who thinks so clearly and 
straight. 
Although he is 78 years old. and 
keenly alert to present day conditions, 
lie has an abiding faith in the good 
sense of American people and has no 
fear but that this-nation will surmount 
(as it has always in the past) the 
obstacles over which we are now quite 
perturbed. 


Prune Surplus of 
The State Is 
Being Moved 
With a sales return of $SOO.OOO to 
$900,000 the Prune Credit Corporation 
will, start shortly making deliveries 
from its standard quality pool to the 
Federal Surplus Commodities Corpor­ 
ation. announced R. P. Baker, man­ 
ager. 
Deliveries, which are intended for 
relief purposes, are to he made under 
an agreement with Federal Surplus 
Commodities Corporation for the pur­ 
chase of not less than 30 per cent of 
the pool tonnage. 
The Prune Credit Corporation does 
not contemplate making any immedi­ 
ate offerings of its pool stock to 


packers or other dom estic trade chan­ 
nels, lie added, until some later date. 
Under the present sales plan, offerings 
will be made from time to time as the 
trade requires additional supplies.

History of the Camp 
Tlte county prison camp was estab­ 
lished about thirteen years ago by thf J 
Riverside county board of supervisors, ! 
consisting at that time of T. C. Jame­ 
son, Jack McGregor. Claude Hancock. 
John Shaver and Harvey Johnson. Of 
the original board McGregor, Hancock 
and Shaver have passed away. 
The camp was first established for 
two reasons: first, to relieve conges­ 
tion at the county jail; secondly, to 
get prisoners to work in the out-of­ 
doors. whenever their physical condi­ 
tion should permit. Road building was 
also a big item in bringing about the 
establishment of the camp. 
In spite of the prison camp, it was 
found necessary to build a new jail 
and at the same time the large and 
modern addition to the court house 
•was constructed. It is of interest to 
taxpayers to know that the new jail 
and court house are “bought and paid 
for.” A bond Issue still hangs over 
the original county jail and court 
house. That bond issue was floated 
before these structures were erected, 
about forty years ago. The interest 
on the bonds is said to equal the an­ 
nual installments on the principal. 
Riverside county’s prison camp was 
first established near Gilman's Relief 
Springs, for the now paved road be­ 
tween the foot of the Jackrabbit Trail 
and the San Jacinto Valley. There 
the prisoners graded the road, prepar­ 
ing it for pavement. The route is 
now a secondary state highway and 
the county is relieved of the cost of 
its maintenance. 
Sheriff Clem Sweeters had jurisdic­ 
tion over the camp and Ben de Creve- 
coeur was the superintendent. 
The Gilman road paving being com­ 
pleted the prison camp was moved to 
a location near Idyllwild and the 
“hoys" went to work on the Hemet 
side of the Palms-to-Pines highway. 
County Surveyor A. C. Fulmor survey­ 
ed the route and the prisoners built 
a stretch of road, which was supple­ 
mented by a stretch built by the Fed­ 
eral government. Application had been 
made for Federal funds and large 
sums were alloted for the 
project. 
Finally the road was completed as far 
as Coachella Valley, at a point a few 
m iles east of Palm Springs. That is 
the eastern extremity of the Palms-to- 
Pines highway, a favorite desert-to- 
rmountain trip for Palm Springs resi­ 
dents and tourists. 
The mountain road work complet­ 
ed, the prison cantp was moved to 
Dripping Springs between Hemet and 
the Warner Hot Springs. There a 
modern highway was graded by the 
prisoners and the camp was 
then 
moved to Keen Camp in the San Ja­ 
cinto mountains where work on the 
southern section of the new Banning- 
Idyllwild road was carried on. 
A short time ago the camp was 
moved to the southern part of Ban­ 
ning and work is now being done on 
the Banning end of the Idyllwild road.

age of soil-depleting crops, which in­ 
clude grain, grain hay, cotton, vege­ 
tables, etc.. was less in 1936 than the 
normal acreage'; (2) the planting of 
legumes and grasses; (8) turning un­ 
der cover crops; 
(4) 
weed control; 
(5) erosion control and other 
soil- 
building practices. 


Records also show that under the 
range 
program 
eleven 
applications 
were filed and $1,855.50 was paid out. 
Most 
of these payments under the 
range program went to 
the 
South 
Hemet. Sage, Aguanga, Anza and Ca­ 
huilla districts. 
These payments in ­ 
cluded such practices as construction 
of fences, reservoirs, developm ent of 
springs and seeps, and digging 
of 


wells, etc. 


A total of 622 single-farm applica­ 
tions and 216 multiple-farm applica­ 
tions were filed making a total of 838 
applications for payment in the coun­ 
ty. 
It is necessary for a farm er to 


file a m ultiple application where the 
land that he farm s involves one or 


more share-crop owners in addition to 
the land that he m ay own himself. 


It is estimated that payments under 
the 1937 program for the San Gorgo­ 
nio com m unity w ill be considerably 
more. 
This does not necessarily mean 
that Individual paym ents w ill be 
in ­ 
creased. 
An increase In the amount 
of paym ents going to the various com ­ 
munities and to the county as a whole 
will be the result of greater participa­ 
tion in 1937.

Outlook Bright 
Says State President 
Realty Boards 
Grover T. Russell, the new state 
president, and Glenn IJ. W illameu, 
state secretary, of the California Real 
Estate Association addressed a group 
of realty brokers and salesm en on 
the growth and progress of California 
in the light of its real estate activi­ 
ties at Hotel Banning last week. 
The s p e a k e r s 
were 
optimistic 
and held that the state's growth is as­ 
sured, based on its long record of 
steady growth. 
“The business for real estate out­ 
look," Russell said, "is bound to im ­ 
prove.” He looks for the new housing 
program to stim ulate the market for 
homes. "Readjustment of the federal 
tax system will speed recovery,” he 
said. 
"Our state has the greatest diversi­ 
fication of agriculture, mining, trade 
and industry,” President Russell, who 
is a citrus grower, declared. “Coup­ 
led with its farming and commercial 
enterprise. California has wonderful 
climate, scenery, and residential real 
estate. People from everywhere just 
want to live here. 
We are on the 
grand highway of the Pacific leading 
to the markets of the Orient. W e are 
steadily growing, more than 
75,000 
new people arriving in California ev­ 
ery year since it was admitted. Our 
people are sold on the splendid future 
prospects of our great state.” 
President Russell favors tax reduc­ 
tion, tax equalization, and as an econ­ 
omy measure suggests enactment of a 
2Vs% expenditure increase limit for 
the local governments. This, he point­ 
ed out, would require local taxing bod­ 
ies to conform to the state's require­ 
ments. As to additional relief to local 
taxpayers, lie suggested that the atate 
assume a greater share of the cost of 
social welfare services, such as old 
age aid, relief, etc. 
The California Real Estate Associa­ 
tion, now in its thirty-third year, larg­ 
est in the United Stales of America, 
consists of local realty boards in ap­ 
proximately 350 cities and counties of 
the state. It has over 300 representa­ 
tive men and women serving on its 
committees, without compensation. 
State Secretary "-'¡Hainan declared 
that the realty men were mobilizing 
unanimously to oppose various initial­ 
ed amendments proposed for the next 
election. 
"The attempt to foist single tax on 
real estate and repeal the sales tax 
we will resist with all our might,” Wil- 
larnan said, "the sales tax provides 
the state with its main fund for edu­ 
cation. old age aid, and relief.

State E ngineer Charles Purcell, se t­ 
ting the sum as a m inim um, said it 
did not contem plate any construction 
of multi-lane, high speed roadways. 
Before Congress undertakes drastic 
cuts in highway 
apportionm ents

California, Purcell asserted, it should 
consider the follow ing questions: 
H as California a complete and ade­ 
quate netw ork of m ajor roads with no 
further need for reconstruction

E vergreens 
such 
as 
pines 
and 
spruce, may be kept w ithin bounds 
and bushy by pinching off the 
new 
leaders in May and in Septem ber. Low 
grow ing evergreens such as pfltzers 
and yews, may be clipped any tim e 
during th e year, but it is better to do 
It early In the season before grow th 
begins, so as to force th e new growth 
from the center of the plant rather 
than from the ends of th e limbs.
